Nnbodv would misapprehend his po- 
sition on this subject of abolition, but hu was 
in fiivnr of fuir play. Mr. (Jhiy had beun pur- 
initted to address tho Senate tit length the day 
buforo, on nruMunting a memorial against abo- 
lition, nnd lie (bought thu Senator from Ohio 
had a right to bo heard in reply. After that, 
they could readily dispose of thu subject.

Every man who lljus from an enemy shall be 
put to dcnth by tliu biiyonet, nnd his eyes ta- 
ken out. The body of n coward shall hu burnt. 
Sentinels found asleep shall be hung. 
Any 


icrson giving quarter to an enemy in battle 
>r in march, slinll bu cut in pieces, bnginnin^ 
with thu fingers of thu right hand, nnd after 
wards burnt. The chief ofliuor, sergeant or 
"oldier who Hindi not defend their post unto 
leiith, shall bu burnt alive; no excuse to bu 
idmittud on account of greater force of the 
enemy, the bad state of tho ariimmunt, or nny 
thing funding lo cover his cowardice. 
Any 


ollieur ordered to assault a post, shall take il 
or lose his life in the nttumpt; if ho return 
unsuccessful, although hu loso ull his soldiers 
ii tliu attumpt, hu shall bu immediately shot. 
Any sentinel who abandons the post cominit- 
od to his cure, shall bu pinched with red hot 
;ongs until,hu expires. After this his body 
•hall bu exposed publicly during eight days, 
ifter which it shall bu burnt und its ashes cast 
nto thu air." -
